6.  Insofar   as    it   pertains    to  matters   of    the  environment, 
this   permit   and   licence   is    subject    to   the   approval   of  the 
Minister   of   the   Environment,    hereto   attached   as   Appendix  B  to 
this   permit   and   licence,    and   to    the   terms   and  conditions 
therein  contained.
